Reports claim 
Peking offers 
more Hanoi aid

LONDON (U PI) — Peking has offered 
Hanoi more arms and aid to undercut 
Soviet influence and to pressure North 
Vietnam into pursuing a hard Un- on a 
peace settlement with the United States, 
diplomatic reports said today. 
Aid talks have been conducted over the 
past week in Peking. A North Vietnamese 
mission, headed by Deputy Premier Le 
Thanh Ngi, met with top Communist 
Chinese political and military leaders, 
including Prem ier Chou En Lai. 
The Chinese reportedly have l>een urg­ 
ing the North Vietnamese to stand fast 
until the withdrawal of all American 
troops. 
Although the scope of Peking’s offer 
was not known, diplomatic reports sug­ 
gested Communist China apparently was 
prepared to increase arms supplies and 
economic aid considerably above prev­ 
ious levels. 
The reports indicated Chinese aid hail 
been reduced recently because ofdomes- 
tic problems and Peking’s dissatisfaction 
with President Ho Chi Minh’s apparent 
readiness to negotiate a settlement with 
the United States. 
Most recently, the Soviets have been 
supplying about 85 per cent of Hanoi’s 
arms against China’s 15 per cent. 
According to the reports, Peking con­ 
tinues to oppose Hanoi’s negotiations and 
encourages the fight to force America’s 
withdrawal from Vietnam rather than ne­ 
gotiate it. 
Vietnam is the test case for Mao Tse- 
tung’s thesis that liberation wars are the 
chief weapon to fight so-called imperi­ 
alists and to bring about Communist rule. 
Moreover, Peking has been viewing 
with increasing anxiety Soviet efforts to 
consolidate Moscow’s influence in Viet­ 
nam, as part of the Kremlin's evident 
policy to isolate China in Asia. 
At one point, the Soviets boasted they 
had considerable influence in Vietnam.

Assessor puzzled by protest actions

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County highly affluent 
according to magazine 


Sales Management magazine 
has just released the 1969 edi­ 
tion of its annual “ Survey of 
Buying Power” , and Stanley 
C. Lowry, general manager of 
the Santa Barbara Chamber of 
Commerce 
has 
extracted 
a 
number of statistics from the 
survey which may be of con­ 
siderable interest to Santa Bar­ 
bara County and South 
Coast 
businessmen and residents. 
Throughout the survey, Sales 
Management’s 
figures 
are 
based on “Standard Metropol­ 
itan Statistical Areas” (SMSA) 
as defined by the Federal Bur­ 
eau of the Budget. 
To be considered an SMSA, 
an area must have a nucleus 
of at least one city of 50,000 
population. The entire county 
containing the urban nucleus as 
well as adjacent counties that 
are 
economically 
integrated 
with the population center are 
statistcially 
included 
in the 
SMSA. Santa Barbara and Ven­ 
tura Counties each qualify as 
a separate SMSA. 
Among the 299 SMSA’s iden­ 
tified in the survey, Santa Bar­ 
bara County ranks 127th in pop­ 
ulation; Ventura County is 85th. 
Santa Barbara is 114th in num­ 
ber of households while the Ven­ 
tura SMSA ranks 91st. 
In 
“ total net effective in­ 
come’’, Santa Barbara ranks 
100th, considerably above 
its 
population standing. 
Ventura 
County ranks 8Cth, almost id­ 
entical to its population level. 
Ever, more revealing is Santa 
Barbara County’s position in 
the “ r>er household income” 
standings. 
While 
the county 
ranks only 127th in [)opulation, 
it ranks 48th in per household 
income. Ventura County is 88th, 
again very close to its popula­ 
tion standing. 
The survey shows that 10,706 
households in Santa Barbara 
County earn better than $15,000 
per year. This is 13.2 p€>r cent 
of all households and ranks it 
110th among counties in the 
United States with $15,000-plus 
incomes. 
As 
might be exi>ected from 
preceding figures, 
the Santa 
Barbara SMSA ranks 
higher 


than its population level in 14 
retail sales categories while 
Ventura County surpasses its 
population in only one. 
Santa Barbara SMSA rank­ 
ings in major retail sales cat­ 
egories are: food store sales, 
113th; Supermarket sales, 105th, 
eating and drinking establish­ 
ment sales; 85th; general mer­ 
chandise sales, 150th; depart­ 
ment store sales, 224th; appar­ 
el store sales; 96th; appliance 
store sales, 61st; automotive 
dealer and store sales; 113th, 
gasoline and service station 
sales, 92nd; lumber and build­ 
ing materials sales, 107th, drug 
store sales, 86th. 
In total retail sales the coun­ 
ty ranks 108th. The dollar value 
of Santa Barbara County’s "per 
household 
retail 
sales” is 
$6,011; 
Ventura’s 
stands 
at 
$5,445. 


The city of Santa 
Barbara 
does not appear in the survey 
listing of the nation’s 200 larg­ 
est cities. However, it is ranked 
166th in total sales volume am­ 
ong American cities. 
Lowry prefers to offer no spe­ 
cific conclusions from the stat­ 
istics 
other than the obvious 
facts that Santa Barbara is a 
highly 
affluent 
county with 
tremendous buying power, a 
definite willingness to buy, and 
somewhat unusual buying pat­ 
terns. 
Obviously it is less affected 
by the magnetic Los Angeles 
retail market than its nei^bor 
to the south, Ventura County. 
The sizeable tourist element 
in Santa Barbara County’s ec­ 
onomy is probably reflected in 
the 
relatively high ratings of 
eating and drinking establish­ 
ments and gasoline sales, Low­ 
ry believes. 
He also points out that the 
relatively small number of re­ 
tail operations falling into the 
"department store” category 
probably accounts for the coun­ 
ty’s poor ranking in that area. 
Many purchases are therefore 
channeled into specialty stores 
which, in turn, places their 
rankings up the scale above the 
population ranking.

used up” drew expressions of 
concern from many areas.

of Mayors,

organization felt strongly that 
after Vietnam "those dollars in 
defense 
spending 
would 
be 
funneled into the central city.” 
He added, “ I would certainly 
urge Mr. Moynihan to reeva- 


luate such a statement.” 
New York Mayor John V. 
Lindsay said "the chief ques­ 
tion facing America is a matter 
of will—whether Congress at 
long last recognizes that the 
needs of our cities are the most 
urgent unanswered priority we 
have.” 
He said much of the

One of the nation’s leading drug 
experts said today the govern­ 
ment’s temporary success in 
limiting 
the 
availability 
of 
marijuana 
has 
only 
caused 
many young people in the San 
Francisco Bay area to switch to 
other potentially more dange­ 
rous drugs 
Dr 
Joel Fort, a medical 
docfor 
who 
served 
as 
a 
consultant 
on 
drug abuse 
the World Health Organization 
and the United Nations, said a 
drastic shift in the average 
American’s 
attitude 
toward 
marijuana, and all drugs, must 
be 
forthcoming 
before 
the 
current 
drug crisis can be 
solved. 
“ We 
are 
criminalizing a 
whole generation of 
youth in 
America and are turning an 
ever larger number of young 
people toward hard drugs as a 
result of our ineffective and 
destructive policies toward the 
possession of m arijuana,” the 
Ohio State University medical 
school graduate warned. 
Dr. Fort noted that one of the 
principal arguments against the 
use 
of 
manjuana—that it 
causes tlie user to graduate to 
“ harder drugs” -4s a myth and 
is actually working in reverse 
in California. 
"In San Francisco today, a 
number of young people are 
entering into the very hazar­ 
dous 
use 
of black 
market 
stimulants 
and sedatives as 
well 
as 
LSD 
because of 
temporary 
unavailability of 
m arijuana,” the professor in 
tlie School of Social Welfare at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley said. 
“ Paradoxically, we therefore 
have a situation in which the 
absence of marijuana is leading 
to ‘hard drugs' rather than the 
presence of it,” Fort said. 
But he said the mere passage 
of criminal laws only compli­ 
cates the drug crisis and will 
never stop drug abuse. 
“ The American system of 
attempted drug control through 
extrem e laws has been marked­ 
ly ineffective and destructive 
and in fact lias led to more use 
of more drugs, including more 


potentially 
dangerous 
ones, 
than ever before,” Dr. Fort 
said. “ Only an approach of 
prevention and education which 
seeks to correct the alienating 
forces 
in 
our 
society 
and 
improve the quality of life will 
be successful in reducing drug 
use.” 
The author of the book, “ The 
Pleasure Seekers,” a compre­ 
hensive study of the drug crisis 
in layman’s term s which will 
hit the bookstands next month, 
said his theories were manifest­ 
ed in the recent Woodstock 
Rock Festival near Bethel, N.Y. 


“ The recent hysterical state­ 
ments 
about drug 
use 
and 
adverse 
reactions 
at 
the 
Woodstock Festival appear to 
have been greatly exaggerat­ 
ed.” Fort said. 


“ But even these unfortunate 
reactions could 
have 
easily 
been dealt with by a humane 
health approach to drug abuse 
providing treatment and educa­ 
tion rather than fostering fear 
and rejection. 


“ The roots of drug use in 
America are very deep. We live 
in a drug-ridden, drug-obsessed 
society where we are taught 
from childliood by parents and 
by commericals that problems 
are easily solved and happiness 
obtained through chemicals,” 
he said. 


Dr. Fort said that the use of 
marijuana, 
like 
all 
drugs, 
involves some risks, especially 
to people already in an extreme 
emotional state. “ But marijua­ 
na is fortunately not a narcotic, 
not addicting, and in its overall 
effects it is le^s destructive to 
the individual and society than 
tobacco or alcohol,” he said. 


Dr. Fort said the emotional 
and unobjective American atti­ 
tude toward the entire drug 
situation 
has 
resulted in a 
situati(Mi where “ many people 
feel that we are making social 
progress when we have former 
heroin 
addicts 
dying 
from 
alcoholism .” 
He urged an objective look at

Marines battle No. Vietnamese at 
close quarters, 120-degree heat

Board votes 3-2 on road program 


County Road Commissioner 
Leland R. Steward’s five-year 
Federal Aid Secondary Road 
(FAS) program which excludes 
the Fifth and First Districts 
entirely was approved by a 3-2 
vote Monday.

iginally, and the Fifth District 
qualifies for projects.” 
Steward 
claimed his

ection of projects in Goleta 
Valley and Lompoc Valley dur­ 
ing the five-year program. 
Supervisor Daniel G. Grant, 
of the Third District compris­ 
ing Goieta Valley and Santa 
Ynez Valley, said he felt the 
funds were being properly al­ 
located to areas of “ greatest 
need.”

This morning, when I screamed, ‘ Shut that door!” for 
the third time, it occurred to me that if I could operate my 
household the way my mother operated hers, I would find 
this a perfect opportunity for sending a child to aunt Ruth’s 
after a book I wanted to borrow. Or perhaps I would sud­ 
denly rem em ber I owed grandmother 35 cents from the 
time we went shopping together and I would insist Babs 
and Cissy take the money to her immediately. 


But, because our family is a product of this rootless 
society, we live hundreds of miles away from any relatives.

A child had to have a drink, for heaven’s sake, and there 
were always questions to answer or perhaps doll clothes 
to inspect. One might even happily volunteer to help hang 
laundry or snap a few beans (both activities that would be 


greeted with loud groans at homei and all in all. the walk 
and the visit could last more than an hour. 


I’m sure many a quarrel was stopped with this ruse and 
many a mother's nerves were soothed. But I’m equally 
certain that none of the children felt as if they were being 
shunted out of the house 
It never occurred to me there 
were moments when my mother simply couldn't tolerate 
me another minute. 


Let others talk about how wonderful it used to be when 
aunts and grandmothers were close at hand when a mother 
needed help with a sick child. Let others tell over and over 
how great it was when a grandmother would offer to help 
with the mending or would send over a pie or surprise you 
with a plate of cookies or her special marble cake. 


I’m content to listen while you sing the praises of uncles 
who taught nephews to ride bicycles and grandfathers who 
taught five-vear-olds to tie shoestrings 


Wonderful things are all those but I can handle them 
myself, thank von 


What I long for are some beautiful relatives a few blocks 
away who would be content to receive 35 cents in repay­ 
ment of a mythical debt or an empty box or two.

Britain Besieged By Sex

L 0 N I) O N—( N E A ) — 
American influence is being 
blamed for the move to lift 
the ban on pornography for 
a trial five-year period here. 
Looking a r o u n d for a 
scapegoat to blame for the 
proposed 
five-year 
suspen­ 
sion of the obscenity laws, 
The London Times points its 
finger at “ Madison Avenue 
sex.” 


“The British public still 
value their own sexual pri­ 
vacy, and do not want it to 
be invaded by pornograph- 
ers or exhibitionists, 
de­ 
clares The Times, making it 
sound as though an invasion 
by s u c h American freaks 
were imminent. 
“Madison Avenue sex is 
odious enough as it is, with­ 
out allowing the commercial 
vendor of exhibitions unlim­ 
ited freedom.” 
Others are inclined to think 
that the rot set in long before 
America, 
or 
M a d i s o n 
A v e n u e for that m atter, 
harking 
back 
to 
ancient 
Rome as the seat of today’s 
troubles. “ We ourselves sit 
here like Roman senators in 
the third century watching 
a 
great 
civilization decay 
under us through lack of 
discipline,” points out Sir 
Cyril Osborne. Conservative 
member of Parliament. 
The recommendation that 
Britain’s o b s c e n i t y laws 
should be suspended for five 
years comes from the British 
Arts Council, headed by Lord 
Goodman, wdiich set up a 
working party to look into 
the matter. 
Although the w o r k i n g 
party favors lifting the ban 
on pornography, it would not 
interfere with the present 
self-censorship of the film in­ 
dustry. nor with television’s 
present methods of dealing 
with sex m a t e r i a l which 
might be deemed objection­ 
able to viewers. 
Meanwhile, it was revealed 
in the House of Commons 
that the number of indecent 
books or magazines seized 
by B r i t i s h Customs has 
risen from 5,600 in 1960-61 
to 1.5 million in 1968-69. 
Although the United States 
is blamed for flooding the 
British m a r k e t with dirty 
literature, much of it comes 
f r o m 
t h e 
Scandinavian 
countries, notably Denmark, 
which abolished its obscenity 
laws in 1967. A Danish pub­

solicits British customers by 
boasting in its circular: 
“ Pornography is now no 
longer reserved for a small 
circle of wealthy collectors 
—it is accessible to every­ 
one wishing to possess re­ 
fined and delicate literature. 
Ours is the l a r g e s t mail 
order company in the world 
specializing in the sale of 
pornography.” 


Another 
catalogue 
from 
Denmark contains more than 
100 photographs to advertise 
pornographic 
color 
slides, 
pictures and films, while a 
Swedish 
catalogue 
offers 
“ Super Porno bulletins” and 
“ reliable delivery with full 
d i s c r e t i o n.” Only inter­ 
national money orders are 
accepted. 
Alongside t h e s e explicit 
Scandinavian w a r e s most 
American offers in the field 
appear tame. 
F ar from leading Britain 
along 
the 
primrose 
path, 
Americans have, if anything, 
been setting Britons a good 
example, if recent polls con­ 
ducted in both countries are 
to be believed. 
The polls 
show t h a t Americans are 
less permissive in their atti­ 
tudes towards sex than their 
Atlantic cousins. 


For example, 73 per cent 
of the Americans polled find 
nude photographs in m aga­ 
zines objectionable, while 71 
per cent of B r i t o n s ques­ 
tioned did not. 
Similarly, 76 per cent of 
the Americans want stricter 
controls on newspapers and 
magazines, w h e r e a s the 
British are about evenly di­ 
vided on the subject. More­ 
over, the Americans are pre­ 
pared to do something about 
their 
convictions. 
Exactly 
half those interviewed in the 
United 
States 
said 
they 
would join a l o c a l group 
formed to protest against the 
sale of objectionable litera­ 
ture in their neighborhood. 
In Britain only 23 per cent 
would take such a step. 


While the British public is 
not yet ready to open the 
f loodgates to pornography as 
the Danes have done, there 
is considerable dissatisfac­ 
tion here with the present 
laws, which define obscene 
literature as t h a t which 
v tends 
to 
c o r r u p t 
or 
deprave.” 
Under 
t h i s 
definition 
Charles 
Dicken’s 
“Oliver 
Twist” could be banned, for 
it is a handbook for pick­ 


pockets. 
As alcohol often 
leads to illness and domestic 
tragedy, e v e r y advertise 
rnent for gin is a violation of 
the obscenity acts, according 
to a strict interpretation of 
the law. 
It is for this reason that 
the working p a r t y of the 
British Arts Council recom ­ 
mends the suspension of the 
1959 and 1964 Obscene Pub­ 
lication Acts for a five-year 
trial 
period. 
The 
council 
would rely solely upon the 
public to act as censor dur­ 
ing this period. 
“ The so-called permissive 
society may have its casual­ 
ties." the council’s report 
concludes, 
“ the 
repressive 
society almost certainly had 
a great deal more . . . Re­ 
pression can also deprave 
and corrupt.”

“ The main worry of grow­ 
ers and shippers of produce 
is to get it to the point of 
sale, meaning your super­ 
m arket or grocery, 
fresh. 
Many 
think 
wrapping 
the 
potatoes, the cauliflower and 
apples, for example, helps 
maintain the desired degree 
of freshness. 


“On the West (’oast, how­ 
ever, you r a r e l y find any 
produce wrapped. T hat’s be­ 
cause most of it is grown 
nearby. 
But on 
the 
East 
Coast, thousands of miles 
from source, or in the Mid­ 
west, prepackaging is pretty 
general in most stores. There 
are, of course, exceptions.” 
Another admitted reason 
for wrapping fresh produce 


is the length of women’s lin- 
gernails, 


“ Avocados, potatoes, mel­ 
ons and tomatoes b r u i s e 
easily once they get the 'test 
treatm ent’ of sharp finger­ 
nails 
So wrapping s a v e s 
m o n o y for the m anage­ 
m ent,” Rain explains. 


Uackaged topped carrots 
raise no complaints. Nor do 
packaged heads of cauliflow­ 
er. But most people agree 
that tomatoes taste freshet 


ind better when unpackaged 
As for potatoes, especially 
Idaho bakers, the wrapping 
seems to add a degree of 
class most purchasers like. 


Packaging is done by the 
shipper, in the store itself, 
or by special packaging out­ 
fits which have equipment 
for the job. They get pota­ 
toes and onions, for exam ­ 
ple. in 100-pound bags and 
repack them in 5- to 20-pound 
bags for domestic use. 


United 
is 
comprised 
of 
produce and shipping firms, 
airlines, railroads and truck­ 
ing companies, chemical cor­ 
porations 
and 
all 
factors 
serving production and m ar­ 
keting 
of 
produce. 
Rains 
states: 


“ The ratio of produce sales 
to total store sales is about 
8 per cent. This results in the 
produce departm ent showing 
somewhat in excess of 27 
per cent of a store’s net 
sales.” 


Even so. the demand for 
fresh fruit and vegetables 
has been giving way to fro­ 
zen and canned for several 
years past. "But the drop in 
sales is leveling off now. es­ 
pecially for fresh fruit,” he 
says. 


“Can anything equal the 
taste of fresh strawberries? 
Or a fluffy baked potato?’ 
He paused to condemn the 
way s o m e cooks have of 
wrapping a baked potato in 
aluminum foil. “It makes it 
soggy and ruins the fresh 
taste. A vile custom.” 


Pro Shampoo Treatment

Ocean Fishing 
Salmon fishing is extremely 
spotty. One fisherman will work 
all day and never get a strike, 
then hear of one that had a 
limit by midmorning. That is 
how it goes, for both silvers 
and kings. 
Bottom 
fishing is 
nothing 
short of fabulous, with near 
limits for practicaly everyone. 
Pier fishing seems to have 
come into its own again, with 
large white sea bass and bon­ 
ita taken. 
This is the first time that 
sportsmen have been able to 
take bass for many years. One 
time, about 10 years ago, they 
were plentiful. Then they just 
quit. 
Many years ago we used to 
load up on them out of New­ 
port. We can also remember 
fishing at El Capitán, inside 
the kelp beds, with very lit­ 
tle luck. They would take the 
bait and hit out for the thick­ 
est part of the kelp and that 
was that. Many yards of heavy 
line were lost that way. 
When we got wise to them 
we used heavy tackle and a 
small mackeral for bait on the 
seaward side of the kelp. With 
luck, and with plenty of sea 
room, we could turn them. 
Bonita are still in evidence 
and the local smoke houses 
are going full speed on them. 
A few salmon have been pick­ 
ed up out of Morro Bay but 
here again bottom fish are pre­ 
dominate in the bag. 
Salmon fishing at Trinidad 
has been good but heavy seas 
make it hard work. The mouth 
of the Klamath is still yield­ 
ing fish, also up the river 
near Klamath Glen fishing is 
good, but the pressure is heavy 
at most every spot in the north 
county. 
Freshwater Fishing 
Hot weather still slows the 
fishing in Nacimiento and Mar­ 
garita lakes, so about all the 
fishing that takes place is in 
the early morning and late ev­ 
enings. Bass action at Nacim­ 
iento is good on small fish up 
to 1% pounds. 
Catfishing for channel cats 
and bullheads is good close to 
shore on muddy ledges. 
Trout fishing locally is about 
done for the season except at 
Lopez Lake, which was not 
planted last week. There will 
no doubt be a planting prior 
to the Labor Day holiday but 
the best fishing still seems to 
be on the left hand side of the 
spillway, it seems the bigger 
fish find peace and contentment 
away from the main part, the 
recreation area, of the lake. 
But even here one can never 
tell Last week we fished in our 
usual spot, with never a strike. 
Yet, about a hundred yards 
this side, at the left of the 
roads end at the launching pad, 
limits were taken. Now that’s 
fishing! 
Already the park area is 
getting crowded for angling. 
Unless you own a boat you 
only look longingly at the fine 
fishing spots. 
This lake is not what we 
were promised and no one will 
give a real answer to the pro­ 
blem. But we must take what we 
are given to keep from getting 
involved in fencing and gate 
house disputes— all very child­ 
ish. 
The department of fish and 
game is planning to stock catch- 
able sized 
silver 
salmon in 
Trinity and Shasta lakes. Part 
of the Shasta contingent is to 
be tagged so they can be com­ 
pared with other species. 


Experimental plants of sil­ 
vers have been made in Lake 
Almanor and Orovil e and in­ 
itial returns from the plants 
indicate 
greater growth and 
better angler return than from 
rainbow trout pi.rnted at the 
same time. 
The fingerlings to be used in 
Trinity and Shasta are from 
eggs obtained from Oregon. 
“ We believe these experim­ 
ental plants will be worthwhile 
in view of the known abundance 
of thread fin shad in Shasta and 
the possibilities of silvers us­ 
ing the abundant small kokanees 
in Trinity Lake,” Hay Arnett, 
director of the DFG, said. 
While we are on the subject 
of feeding fish, how about plant­ 
ing 
German 
brown 
trout in 
Lopez Lake to cope with the 
millions of small sun fish? 
Just a thought to mull over and 
maybe suggest to the DFG. 
Hunting 
At this time doves are very 
plentiful in both San Luis Ob­ 
ispo and Santa Barbara coun­ 
ties. A cold snap could send 
them on their way to warmer 
climates so dove hunters keep 
your fingers crossed. 
The 
DFG cautions hunters 
that the season opens on a Mon­ 
day this year, not Saturday, 
and that wardens will be on 
the lookout for hunters jump­ 
ing the gun. 
The setting of the waterfowl 
and goose regulations will be 
the first order of business when 
the fish and game commission 
meets on Sept. 22. This year’s 
regulations are expected to be 
more liberal because of the 
greater number of birds. 
The DFG will report to the 
commission on the latest cen­ 
sus result of the tule elk pop 
ulation so the commission can 
approve a special hunt. The 
hunt is scheduled for three per­ 
iods, Oct. 4-6, 11-13 and 18-20. 
with permits awarded on the ba­ 
sis of a statewide public draw­ 
ing. 
The hunt was proposed under 
the 
commission’s 
policy 
of 
maintaining the tule elk herd 
of the Owens Valley in a heal­ 
thy and thrifty condition of keep 
ing thenumbersbetween250and 
300. 
The deer kill for the season 
as of Aug. 13, in San Luis OP 
ispo County was 350 against 
327 for the same period last 
year, and 210 in Santa BarP 
ara County against 199 for a 
sim ilar period last year.

“ queries” . 
Q-May 
doves be taken to a restau­ 
rant to be cooked for our par­ 
ty? A-Yes, if the doves 
are 
tagged with a signed statement 
bearing your name and add­ 
ress, license number, the total 
number of birds killed and the 
date. Remember, the birds are 
in possession until consumed! 
Q-Does one have to retain a 
feathered 
wing on 
dressed 
doves? 
A-Not on doves taken 
in California. But one wing 
must be retained on birds im­ 
ported from Arizona or Mexi­ 
co. 
DFG Report 
As part of the efforts to re­ 
duce 
the 
loss of 
waterfowl 
through botulism, the DFG said 
that it is closing the Los Ban­ 
os Management Area in Mer­ 
ced County to the public until 
further notice. Continued use 
of the area by the public would 
cause numbers of birds to move 
south into the botulism infected 
areas.

Department of Interior has not 
ruled out a proposed “ duck 
hunt” to halt the ravages ol 
botulism in the central San 
Joachin Valley this year. 
The disease, which is harm­ 
less to man, has so far killed 
12,000 birds in the Tulare Lake 
basin near Stratford and Buena 
Vista Lake near Bakersfield. 
“ We haven’t ruled out any­ 
thing yet,” said Meacham, who 
was in the Valley to assess the 
situation. 
Meacham 
noted 
that 
his 
superior, 
Interior 
Secretary 
Walter 
Hickel, 
has 
so 
far 
declined 
to 
issue an order 
permitting such an offseason 
duck shoot in the hope that the 
disease could be halted without 
killing birds. 
The duck shoot, which would 
haze birds out of shallow, warm 
water areas where botulism 
seems to thrive, was suggested 
by director Ray Arnett of the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game. 


Final approval would have to 
come from Hickel because most 
of the birds are migratory and 
their flights cross state lines. 
Meacham and Arnett were 
present at a dinner meeting 
here attended by sportsmans 
clubs including Duck Unlimit­ 
ed. They agreed the situation 
was looking better than earlier 
anticipated. 
More than 70,000 birds died of 
botulism in the area in 1967 and 
some 250,000 died in 1941. Both 
years were sim ilar to this in 
that heavy runoff from above- 
average snowfalls in the Sierra 
Nevada, 
filled 
usually 
dry 
Tulare Lake basin. But with 
some 200,000 migratory birds 
in the area this year, a potei*. 
tially worse situation exists. 
Arnett attributes the success 
in minimizing birds deaths so 
far this year to the depart­ 
ment’s 
anticipation 
of 
the 
problem and early hazing oftho 
birds from danger areas and 
removal of infected birds from 
the lake waters. 
But he still wants to have the 
option to use the duck shoot if 
necessary. 


“ The idea really isn’t to hunt 
ducks but to haze them away 
from trouble spots,” he said. 
“ We want to have the hunters 
walk into the area, chase the 
birds away and give them a 
four-bird limit a day for their 
troubles.” 
Arnett emphasized that such 
a hunt was not yet necessary 
but 
said 
the 
situation 
was 
nearing 
a critical stage as 
more Northerns migrated into 
the area. 
Meacham said he was hopeful 
existing 
methods 
such 
as 
buzzing the birds by aircraft 
and airboats as well as the use 
of rockets, explosives and other 
noise devices would effectively 
minimize bird deaths. 


But he said the department 
was leaving all options open. 
Monday 
he 
flew 
over 
the 
botulism-affected area and was 
to make a low-level flight over 
the area Tuesday to conduct a 
waterfoul census.

NEW YORK (UPI)—The last 
person in the world ever to be 
impressed by a ballplayer's 
performance on the field is his 
wife. 
For that reason Cleon Jones, 
the New York Mets’ clutch- 
hitting left fielder, was taken 
aback a bit following a game 
with San Francisco last Tues­ 
day 
night 
when 
his 
wife, 
Angela, greeted him like this: 
“ I know everybody else has 
congratulated you. Now I’d like 
to.” 
Jones’ three-year-old daugh­ 
ter, Anja, also was impressed 
by 
what she had seen that 
night. 
“ Daddy,” she said, throwing 
both arms around her father, 
“ You were beautiful!” 
Anybody who was at Shea 
Stadium and saw Cleon Jones' 
superlative p e r f o r m a n c e 
against the Giants that night 
would have to agree with his 
daughter. 
Jones was beautiful. Tommie 
Agee won the ball game for the 
Mets with a Htlv-inning homer 
off Juan Marichal, who pitched 
brilliantly for the Giants, but 
even he conceded nobody has 
contributed as much as Jones. 
“ It might've been the finest 
game of his career,” said Gil 
Hodges. 
“ It was a pretty good game,” 
said Cleon Jones, a man given 
to understatement sometimes. 
His three hits and two stolen 
bases 
that 
night 
are 
all 
properly 
recorded, 
but 
a 
number of other things he did 
in that contest will not show In 
the boxscore. 
Like the excellent throw he 
made from left field cutting 
down 
Bob 
Burda trying to 
stretch a single Into a double; 
like his Olympian attempt to 
score all the way from first 
when Marichal drew an error 
on a ball hit back to him; and 
like the magnificent catch he 
made on Willie McCovey’s 13tt* 
Inning line drive, leaving marks 
from his uniform imprinted on 
the left field fence which he ran 
into on the play.

motive to Jones’ spectacular 
all-around 
performance that 
night. 
Their theory was that Cleon 
Jones was showing everyone in 
the world how well he can play 
ball, but that primarily he was 
actually showing Gil Hodges, 
who had removed him from the 
field during a previous game 
with Houston. 
, The official explanation tor 
Jones’ 
removal 
from 
that 


particular game dealt with a 
pulled hamstring but there was 
a stronger suspicion Hodges 
had 
yanked 
his 
star hitter 
because he felt he was loafing. 
When you talk to Jones about 
his being taken out of that 
game with Houston on July 30, 
he admits: 


“ I 
was 
hurt because it 
happened.” 
“ It really shocked me bo- 
cause of the circumstances,” he 
adds, referring to the fact that 
Shea Stadium outfield was wet 
and squooshy that day and that, 
in his own mind anyway, he 
was doing the best he could on 
it.

School tax override 
voting right stands 


HIS FUTURE is looking up.

Last day maneuvering by leg­ 
islators in Sacramento has sec­ 
ured an important right of the 
people which would have been 
taken away from them in two 
more years, State Senator Rob­ 
ert J. Lagomarsino (R-Ojai) 
reported today. 
Speaking before a noon meet­ 
ing of the Ojai Rotary Club, 
Lagomarsino 
described how 
legislators repealed a two-year 
old statute which would have 
eliminated all school tax over­ 
ride elections in the state, start­ 
ing in July 1971. He said the 
law 
was 
originally “ slipped 
through” as a rider to a com­ 
plicated school finance bill (AB 
273-Unruh), passed in 1967. 
Attempts to repeal the 1967 
statute and restore the voting 
right to the people were defeat­ 
ed in 1968 and again early this 
year, Lagomarsino said, after 
passing the Senate but being 
blocked in an Assembly comm­ 
ittee both times. 
During the last week of the 
legislative session however, the 
upper 
house 
amended 
the 
repealer into a bill (AF-5) al­ 


ready passed by the Assembly. 
When the bill was returned to 
the lower house floor, it was 
held until the last night of the 
session, then brought forward 
by its backers where, after 
three key votes, it passed 
Lagomarsino said that if the 
original statute had been al­ 
lowed to stand, all voter control 
over tax overrides would have 
ceased on July 1, 1971. 
The Senator added that if AB- 
5 is signed into law by Gover­ 
nor Reagan, as is expected, it 
will "chapter out” a provision 
in the 1969 school finance bill 
(AB 606) which would put off 
the effective date of no tax 
override elections from July 
1, 1971 to July 1, 1973.

Legislature lauded for 
law enforcement stands 


“ The 1969 legislative session 
was the best in years for law 
enforcement’’, Senator Robert 
J. Lagomarsino told the South­ 
ern California Juvenile Offic­ 
er’s Association in Camarillo 
Thursday evening. 
Lagomarsino credited 
the 
change in composition of the As­ 
sembly 
Criminal Procedure 
Committee as the factor-that 
contnliuted 
most 
to law en­ 
forcement’s successes in Sac­ 
ramento. 


"The new committee appoint­ 
ed by the new speaker of the 
assembly. 
Bob Monagan 
(R- 
Tracey), was much more aware 
of the problems of law enforce­ 
ment and much more interested 
in helping,’’ the Senator com­ 
mented. 
He pointed out by way of ex­ 
ample, that in 1965, 1967, and 
1968 the Assembly committee 
on 
straight 
partyline votes 
(Democrats against, Republi­ 
cans for) had killed anti-por­ 
nography bills introduced 
by 
him 
and other 
legislators. 
“ This year the committee did 
approve several anti-pornogra­ 
phy measures. Including 
my 
SB-62 (“ harmful matter’’ and 
minors) and SB-63 (pandering 
of obscene matter)". 


Lagomarsino said that 
of 
bills actively supported by the 
California District Attorney’s 
and Peace Officers’ Associa­ 
tions., 15 passed and only 9 
failed. Of bills they actively 
opposed, 14 were killed, only 
3 passed, and both were so 
amended as to remove most of 
their objections. 
Lagomarsino told the police 
officers that legislation 
giv­ 
ing 
to local jurisdictions the 
right to regulate topless and 
bottomless dancers and wait­ 
resses (AB’s 61 & 524) & AB 
105, setting presumptive limits 
on blood alcohol content were 
examples of legislation pass­ 
ed this year which had failed 
before. 
‘'Overall, I think the suc­ 
cess of these 
measures re­ 
flects a growing awareness of 


and support for law 
enforce­ 
ment needs in the Legislature, 
which in turn, of course, re­ 
flects public support on these 
issues", lagomarsino said.

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San Francisco Bay 


San Francisco is widely regarded, even by many Los An. 
l^elenos, as one of America’s show places, quite possibly 
the most beautiful city in the country. 
Its greatest asset, both commercial and scenic, has always 
t een its location on the peninsula between the Pacific and 
jestic San Francisco bay. Yet thanks to man’s relentless and 
too often heedless assault upon his natural environment, 
San Francisco came perilously close to seeing much of that 
asset squadered. 
For years man has been nibbling away at the bay, using it 
as a dump and pushing out landfills for industrial and residen­ 
tial developments. Encroachment finally reached the stage — 
ac tual water area is now about half what it was half a century 
ago — that worried citizens sounded the alarm, fortunately 
heeded. 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan, climaxing an eighUyear, 
largely uphill “ save-the-bay’’ campaign, has now signed into 
law a measure which, hopefully, will end the noholds-barred 
assault on the bay by placing the public interest at least on a 
par with private in its development. Future shoreline activity

will be strictly controlled by a newly created commission and 
must take into consideration recreation and conservation needs 
as well as industrial uses. 
You can’t please everybody, of course, and a number of 
commercial interests are understandably unhappy. A salt com­ 
pany, balked at turning 50,000 acres of evaporation ponds 
into htiusing sites, sees the new controls as reflecting a 
“ private-property-be-damned” attitude. 
It is, however, the public-rights-be-damned attitude of many 
private interests over the years that has contributed so 
heavily to a situation where drastic measures are neces­ 
sary to prevent the good earth from being irretrievably 
fouled. There is a basic question as to whether a private right 
ever existed to destroy waters and contaminate an atmosphere 
common to all. 
San Francisco’s experience is, unfortunately, far from 
unique. Other communities awaken too late, or not at all. The 
time is long overdue for striking a sensible balance in the use 
of the environment, to restore what can be restored and pre­ 
serve what should be preserved. 


Political hay 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Messages to this reporter from Hong 
Kong and Tokyo indicate the Sino-Soviet 
border fighting has become so profita­ 
ble to both Moscow and Peking do­ 
mestically that neither may be willing 
to let the clashes die down. 
In 
Peking, 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
and 
Lin 
Piao are using the 
border troubles as an 
excuse to shift army 
commands 
and the 
command structure 
so as to eliminate 
the power of some re­ 
gional 
rivals 
with 
such great influence 
among local troops 
that they threaten the 
power of the Mao-Lin government in the 
outlying areas of Communist China. 
Sinkiang, home of sizable amounts of 
Red China’s nuclear and missile work, 
has been a major worry. High provin­ 
cial and military men have in the re­ 
cent past made clear they intended to 
hold onto their local empire. Though 
the most dangerous (to Mao) of these 
men have been removed, it is likely 
they still have a strong following among 
the next several layers of leadership. 
’ hese additional shifts, very tricky po> 
litically, may be possible in the war- 
crisis atmosphere now being promoted 
by both Moscow and Peking. 
The clashes also make it easier for 
the Peking government to make some of 
the radical population moves made neces­ 
sary by food shortages and an abundance 
of restless youth in the cities. 
Communist China is now plagued by its 
own version of the “ New Left.” Unhap­ 
py youngsters who don’t fit into the sys­ 
tem are becoming more numerous. Mem­ 
bers of the Red Guards who have over­ 
stayed their usefulness are becoming an 
embarrassment. As rapidly as possible, 
these disturbing influences are being 


moved into the countryside where, the 
authorities believe, their dissidence will 
be so diffused as to be meaningless. 
There is little worry that these pro­ 
testers will link up with the regional 
leaders who defy Peking off and on. 
The quite different outlook of the two 
groups makes them natural enemies rath­ 
er than allies against the Mao-Lin rule. 
The border disputes have provided a con­ 
venient reason for organizing develop­ 
ment units among the city youth and 
shipping them off to the threatened 
areas to the West. 
Moscow likewise is using the border 
flareups as a means of cutting down dis­ 
sent — especially criticism over the in­ 


vasion of Czechoslovakia. 
Since the increase in tension along the 
China border, it has become more diffi­ 
cult to speak out in Russia. For one 
thing, the Communist Chinese have taken 
the Czech side. This means that the 
Russian who objects to the aggression 
in Czechoslovakia automatically is mark­ 
ed as a sympathizer with Red China. 
This is a box few Russians care to 
enter. The lot of the protester is es­ 
pecially difficult because those very men 
apt to worry over the plight of the Czechs 
are likely to feel especially antipathetic 
to what they feel to be the extremely 
repressionistic “ Stalinism” of Mao’s 
China. 


Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Still problems 


The news that the 1969-70 county tax 
rate will stay at $2.32 per $100 as­ 
sessed 
valuation— rather than jump 
widely upward by seven, ten or 26 cents 
as had been variously predicted in recent 
months— is expected to take some of 
the steam out of the taxpayers’ “ re­ 
volt” which has been led by some Lom­ 
poc Valley ranchers. 
But it should be pointed out that a 
major problem remains, even though the 
county supervisors, administrative of­ 
ficer, auditor and others have preformed 
what appears to be a yoeman effort in 
preventing a tax rise. 
The problem concerns the continued 
sharp rises in property assessments in 
various parts of the county on the basis 
of so-called comparable land sales. 
It was this practice of the assessor’s 
office this year which precipitated a 
serious outbreak of complaints from

ranchers in Lompoc Valley and other 
concerned taxpayers. 
It led to cries for recall of the 
supervisors and the assessor, and state­ 
ments that scores of ranchers wanted 
a tax moratorium— that is, they want­ 
ed tax payments for this year based 
on last 
year’s assessments and not 
the current higher assessment figures. 
The county counsel’s office has been 
delegated to study the legality of this 
request put forward by former county 
supervisor Veril Campbell, Lompoc Val­ 
ley rancher. 
Even though the county rate stays at 
$2.32, tax bills for the coming year re­ 
ceived in November will reflect higher 
county taxes on the basis of these high­ 
er assessments. 
The supervisors would have been re­ 
quired to lower the 1969-70 rate if they 
wanted to avoid increases in county tax 
bills for this year. 
Assessor Harry Holmquist, a man 
under intense pressure along with his 
appraisers, has maintained that his of­ 
fice raised assessments only under ac­ 
cepted procedures. He said he had no 
alternative but to do as he has done. 
The major complaint has been that 
many 
ranchers 
and other property 
owners have had their properties asses­ 
sed considerably higher this year on the 
basis of “ speculative” land deals which 
have nothing to do with farming. It is 
argued that agricultural lands shouldn’t 
be penalized for practices of speculators 
and other property purchasers who pay 
big sums for ranches to be used for 
tax-deduction purposes. 
Several factors enabled the county 
officials to keep the rate at $2.32, after 
a 20-cent jump the previous year. Eaves 
was persuaded to lower the tax delin­ 
quency rate from 3.2 to 2.8 per cent 
and eliminate the utility delinquency rate 
as utilities aren’t delinquent , Some 
county officials pointed out the reason 
that the county often was able to bring 
out large sums from “ under the rug” 
in other years was because a much' 
higher tax delinquency rate— up to 5 
per cent— was figured. Now it is down 
much closer to the margin of actual 
returns. 
County Treasurer Edward McMillan 
manipulated county deposits in banks 
in such a way that the county was able 
to reap huge added revenues due to 
higher interest rates. This also helped 
considerably in averting a substantial 
tax boost, it is shown.

Price-wage controls 


France's franc devaluation was accom­ 
panied by a whole spectrum of price- 
wage controls. This was a desperation 
move — as surely doomed to unworka­ 
bleness as trying to put Niagara Falls 
into a bucket. Yet, as always with in­ 
flation, Sen. George S. McGovern and 
other Washington Robin Hoods of the 
Red Ink are rumbling that we need price- 
wage controls in the United States,

wage controls like we 
need a hole in the 
head. 
They 
would 
simply 
wander 
us 
into 
an 
economic 
mine field — one that 
may appear covered 
with green grass, an 
innocent meadow, but 
an explosive 
mine 
field nevertheless. 
Nothing is easier 
to document and prove than that price- 
wage controls assassinate the incentive 
and produce great black markets and to 
tally demoralize the entire pricing sys­ 
tem, which is the essence of the checks- 
and-balances factor in free enterprise. 
They everlastingly demonstrate the 
universal futility and failure of artificial, 
political methods in dealing with price- 
wage problems. 
On February 21,1966, President Char­ 
les de Gaulle stated: “ While our gold and 
currency reserves had fallen in May, 
1958, to $630 million, they are today 
nine times larger . . . There is no cur­ 
rency in the world stronger than the 
franc. We can handle, on an internation­ 
al level, all economic, financial and mon­ 
etary problems.” But his strong words 
have been denied by events. Accordingly, 
a wide spectrum of prico-wage controls. 
And, accordingly, the French are hit by 
abundant new scarcities today and all 
the new austerity is at higher prices. 
Hard on the heels of the French de­ 
valuation, Chile devalued her currency. 
It was the fourteenth time in 12 years. 
Chile has had price - wage controls 
throughout these years. Yet actual food 
prices nave advanced nearly 50 per cent 
annually. You must pay about 35 per cent 
interest on a bank loan — if you can get 
it. The Chilean government gives an auto­ 
matic annual wage boost which is suppos­ 
ed to equal the rise in the cost of living. 
But to get anybody to work you must add 
an undercover supplement — seldom, 
if ever, reported for taxes. 
Uruguayans retire at 50 on full pay, 
paid by the state. But that does not mean 
anything. They’re paid at the official 
wage when they were 50, and are expec­ 
ted to live under the controlled prices. 
But a mockingbird couldn’t live on what 
it actually costs you to buy anything 
in Montevideo today. 
The most recent time Argentina deval­ 
ued her peso was the ninth devaluation 
since 1964. The average is about twice 
a year. At the rate this and most other 
South American currencies are going, it 
will soon be cheaper to eat the money. 
Price-wage controls, in turn, have done 
nothing but add to the scarcities. 
When 
Britain devalued the pound, 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson announced 
that 
domestic buying controls would 
be applied to reduce home purchases 
and thereby provide more goods for ex­ 
port. 
But prices, wages, purchases and other 
curbs require a Matterhorn of paper­ 
work, debate, specific reviews and hear­ 
ings, false starts and foul strikes - 
all of which takes time. The obvious 
happened. The British went on an enor­ 
mous buying spree to get things while 
they could. 
Buyers beating the gun sucked the store 
shelves 
bare. 
Manufacturers had to 
replenish the domestic stocks. The do­ 
mestic spending spree caused diver­ 
sion from exports. Britain increased her 
imports. This badly damaged exactly the 
balanca-of-payments problem the deval­ 
uation was supposed to help. 
As one result, Britian’s productivity 
today is lower than any Western Euro- 
pean industrialized nation. And British 
unemployment is at, and remains at, the 
highest level in 28 years. 
In our own country and elsewhere po 
litical spenders making hay in inflation­ 


ary governments are always more will­ 
ing to apply price-wage controls and to 
curb private spending than they are to 
cut their own spending of the people’s 
money and put the country’s financial 
house in order. 
Let’s get this straight: No matter 
how price-wage controls are dressed up 
to sound “ necessary” they are in abso-

lute confession of financial irresponsi­ 
bility. The price-wage balance is always 
destroyed when a government continues 
to borrow and spend billions it hasn’t 
got. And until this is stopped price- 
wage controls are only a misleading 
exercise in official deception.

There 
was a flurry of hope when Looney was 
led to believe that he could pin down the 
exact store that sold the girl’s sandals. 
The sandals were imported from Italy 
supposedly by J.C . Penney’s and had been 
distributed to four or five of the com­ 
pany’s westcoast department stores. 
The lead fizzled out, however, when 
Looney learned that the department store 
could not say for sure what store had 
sold the footwear. A similar roadblock 
developed in efforts to identify the girl’s 
bra. Initial information indicated that the 
under garment had been manufactured in 
the east and that some of them had been 
sent west.
